Soldier*»’ Home. 


—To-morrow w ill be a notable day for 
the astronomical world. At seven o’clock 
in the morning the long expected epoch 
of the perihelion of Saturn w ill occur. It 
is twenty-nine and one-half years since 
the occurence of a similar event and in 
that period Saturn has traveleifmore than 
5,000,000,000 miles and now looks the sun 
in the face from a standpoint 100,000,000 
miles nearer to the central orb than when, 
fifteen years ago, he passed aphelion or 
his most distant point from the sun. 
At 
the same time the earth approaches a point 
where her small orb is almost between the 
sun and Saturn and hence profits largely 
by the proximity. 
Astrnomers who make 
Saturanian investigation a speciality will 
make the most of to-morrow’s event 
should the weather be favorable, and it 
will not be remarkable if they succeed in 
finding out whether the dark spaces be­ 
tween the rings are merely shadings in qt 
between the myriad Satellites that make 
them up, or even if they should find a 
ninth moon gleamiDg faintly around its 
brethren.

T.«e flies are still one of the plagues of 
E,'ypt, a* in the days of Mo-e*. 
Like the 
■ em a ue caller in New England village , 
Ouey bring their work and stay all the aft­ 
ernoon. Their adhesive qualities are greater 
then those of patent cement. 
They make 
your acquaintance, and, like Mr*. Micawber, 
they never, never forsake you. 
1 have had one of these pertinacious flies 
make my acquaintance in one quarter of 
the city and 
follow 
me 
unflinchingly 
through dark 
and 
winding 
ways 
to 
an 
entirely 
opposite 
quarter. 
Noth­ 
ing 
could detach 
him 
from my 
per­ 
son—not the crowds through which I passed, 
the camels which brushed against me, not 
winding alleys, low* and gloomy gateways, 
the odors of the market-place, not any 
amount of futile blows with the cane nor 
any wealth of American expletive. 
He re- 
maine 1, penetrating into my cars, sitting 
triumphantly on my no.*e, and constantly 
finding new and unexpected points of at­ 
tack, until ho wa* tired out, and left of his 
own accord.
